May IT PLEASE YOUR E,.XcELLENCY,— 


I have the honour to submit, for your Excellency’s consideration, the Thirty-seventh 
Annual Report on Marriages, Births, and Deaths in Ireland. 


GENERAL SUMMARY. 


The Marriages registered in Ireland during the year 1900 number 21,330 ; the Births, 
101,459 ; and the Deaths, 87,606. The marriage-rate (4.78 per 1 000 of the estimated 
population) shows a decline as compared with that for the preceding year, and is 
slightly below the average rate for the ten years 1890-99 ; the birth-rate (22-7 per 
1,000) is 0°4 under that for the preceding year, and also 0° 4 under the average rate for 
the ten years 1890-99) ; while the death rate (19°6 per 1,000) is 1°9 above the rate 
for the preceding year, and 1:4 above the average rate for the ten years 1890-99. 

The recorded natural increase of population, or excess of births over deaths, was 
13,853 ; the loss by emigration amounted to 45,288 ; there would thus appear to have 
been a decrease of 31,435 in the population during the year, but against this decrease 
there is a set-off in immigration, of which no official record has been obtained. The 
estimated population in the middle of the year was 4,466,326.

During the financial year ended 31st March last, 612 cases were reported of offences 
against the Acts administered by this Department. On careful Inquiry into the 
circumstances, in 89 cases prosecutions were ordered to be instituted against the offenders. 
In 47 of these the parties were convicted and punished; in 86 the proceedings were 
abandoned, the parties (in most instances) paying the costs of court and complying with 


zy eo ; and in 6 cases the summonses were dismissed ; 1 case was pending at the close 
of the year. 


The cases dealt with included the following offences :—Neglect to Register Births ; 
neglect to register Deaths; neglect to furnish Certificate of Marriage ; failure of Coroner 
to furnish Certificate of Inquest; giving false information as to age at death. 


A sum of £130 was provided in the estimate to meet legal charges. The total cost. 
of the legal service of the ies nea: 8 during the year was £111 1s. 4d., of which sum 


£85 12s. bd. was paid for local protessional assistance, and £6 for mileage to the.

MARRIAGES. 


The number of Marriages registered during the year is;21,330, being equal to 4°78 
per 1,000 of the estimated population,* a rate which is 0°18 below that for the previous 
year, and 0°05 below the average for the ten years 1890-99. | 


Of the 21,330 Marriages registered during last year, 14,795 were}\between Roman 
Catholics; 3,297 were celebrated according to the rites and ceremonies of the Church of 
Ireland; 2,295 were in Presbyterian Meeting-houses; 549 in “ Registered Buildings” 
belonging to various religious denominations; only 376] by civil contract in the 
Registrars’ offices ; 10 were according to the usages of the;Society of Friends; and 8 
according to the Jewish rites. 


The Roman Catholic Marriages are equal to a rate of 4°46 per 1,000 of the estimated 
number of Roman Catholics, being 0-04 over the corresponding average rate for the 
preceding ten years; and the other Marriages represent a rate of 5°69 per 1,000 of all 
persons other than Roman Catholics in the population, this rate',bemg 0°37 under the 
corresponding average rate. 


Of the 3,297 Marriages according to the rites of the Church of Ireland, 42 were by 
special licence, 2,860 by licence, 362 after the publication of banns, 7 on Registrar’s 
certificate, and in 26 instances there was no information afforded as to which of these 
methods was adopted.

There being no civil restrictions as to the time or place for celebrating marriages 
between Roman Catholics in Ireland, a registration of the churches and chapels of the 
Roman Catholic Church is not necessary for the purposes of this office; but with 
reference to other religious bodies, a record is kept of the places of Divine worship in 
which marriages may lawfully be solemnized without special licence, and from this it 
appears that, on the 31st December, 1900, there were 1,484 churches and chapels of the 
Church of Ireland, 621 registered Presbyterian Meeting-houses, and 397 ‘“ Registered 
Buildings” belonging to various religious denominations. Compared with the previous 
year, these numbers show an increase of 1 as regards the Church of Ireland, an increase 
of 6 in the number of Presbyterian Meeting-houses, and'an increase of 2 in the total 
number of ‘‘ Registered Buildings.”

Of the 21,330 marriages registered during the year 1900, there were recorded— 
in the first':quarter, 6,305; in the second, 4,846; in the third, 5,024; and in the last, 
5,155. 


Marriages, Births, and Deaths in Ireland—1900. 5 


The marriages of bachelors and spinsters constitute 88-2 per cent. of the total; those 
of widowers and spinsters, 74 per cent.; of bachelors and widows, 2°5 per cent. ; and of 
widowers and widows, 1:9 per cent. Thus 9°38 per cent. of the men married were 
widowers, and 4:4 per cent. of the women were widows; and in 12 instances, in every 
100 marriages, one or both of the contracting parties had been in the married 
state before.

A complete registry of the exact ages of the persons married would be valuable from 
many points of view : hence it is matter for regret that in the great majority of 
instances the ages are not recorded. The requirements of the law are technically 
complied with by the entry in the age column of ‘ minor” or of “ full age,” as the 
case may be, and there seems to be a general and increasing inclination to take 
advantage of this circumstance, as in 1900 the ages of both parties were specified in 
3,289 cases only, being less than one-sixth of the total number of marriages. In the 
year 1865, when 380,802 marriages were registered, the ages of both parties were 
given in 18,910 instances. 


Of 21,330 men married during the year, 333, or 1°56 per cent., were minors ; and of 
the women married 1,458, or 6°84 per cent., were under age. 


The highest proportion of husbands (1:98 per cent.) and of wives (8'22 per cent.) 
married under age in 1900 was in the province of Ulster. 


It may be added that the per-centage of persons married in Ireland, who were under 
age, is very far below the corresponding rates in England and Scotland. 


The signatures of the contracting parties in the marriage registers or certificates, 
afford a rough test of the progress of elementary education. In the year 1900, 18,525, 
or 868 per cent., of the husbands, and 19,042, or 89°3 per cent., of the wives, wrote 
their names, and the remainder signed by marks 
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These figures show a considerable improvement as compared with the corresponding - 
results in the first of the preceding ten years, the per-centage of persons married in 1890 
who wrote their names, being—men 79°6, and women 79°1; and they exhibit a great 
advance when compared with the per-centage for the year 1864, when the general 
registration of marriages in Ireland was established, in which year but 61 in every 100 
men, and 50 in every 100 women married, wrote their names. 


The per-centages for the several provinces last year range, for men, from 81 in 
Connaught, to 89 in Leinster and Munster; and, for women, from 86 in Ulster, to 92 in 
Leinster and Munster. 


In 1,053 cases both of the parties married signed the register by “mark,” and in 
2,987 the register was thus signed by either the husband or the wife, so that in 4,040 
cases, or 18°9 per cent. of the total number of marriages, one or both of the parties 
signed by mark; and in 17,290, or 81:1 per cent., both parties wrote their names. 


The proportion per cent. of persons married in each of the eleven years 1890-1900, 
who wrote their names in the registers or certificates; of minors, of widowers, and of 
widows is given in the following Table‘ for Ireland, and for each of the four provinces.

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Infproportion to population at all ages, the registered marriages were most numerous 
ingthe province of Ulster, in which, however, the rate was only 5:5 per 1,000 of the 
population, according to the Census of 1901; Leinster comes next with 5:2 per 1,000; 
Munster third, with 4:1 per 1,000; and Connaught last, the rate being 3°6 per 1,000. 


The highest rate for any county was 7:0 per 1,000 of the population in 1901, which 
was the marriage rate for Antrim; and the lowest 3-0 per 1,000 for Galway. Between 
these, the most favourable were 6-7 for Dublin, and 5-5 for Londonderry ; and the least 
so 3'4 for Sligo, 3°5 for Clare, and 3°6 for Kilkenny and Westmeath respectively. 


BIRTHS. 


The number of births registered during the year 1900 is 101,459—52,234 boys and 
49,225 girls, or 106°1 of the former to every 100 of the latter—the rate afforded in 
proportion to the estimated population being 1 in 44:0, or 22°7 per thousand, which is 
0-4 under the average rate per 1,000 for the ten years, 1890-99. 


Of the 101,459 children whose births were registered in Ireland during the year 1900, 
98,757, or 97:3 per cent. were legitimate, and 2,702, or 2°7 per cent., were illegitimate, 
the corresponding average per-centages for the preceding 10 years being 97°4 and 2°6 
respectively. It is unnecessary to say that these results compare very favourably with 
the returns for most other countries. 


Of the children born in wedlock during the year, 50,855 were males, and 47,902 
females, being 106°2 of the former to every 100 of the latter ; and of the illegitimate 
. children 1,379 were males, and 1,323 females, or 104:2 boys to 100 girls. 


Comparing the provinces, we find that the per-centage of children born in Ulster 
who were illegitimate, was 3°6; in Leinster, 2:5; in Munster, 2°56; and in Connaught 


0°5.

The respective total birth-rates for the provinces in 1900 were—Leinster, 22:7 
per 1,000 of the population in 1901; Munster, 21:9; Ulster, 24:1; and Connaught, 
21°2,: 


The four counties having the highest rates are Antrim, 28°4 per 1,000 of the 
population in 1901; Dublin, 26:6; Down, 26:0; and Kerry, 24:1. Those with the 
lowest rates are—Westmeath, 18°5; Meath, 18°7; Monaghan, 18°9 and Roscommon, 
18°9. 
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Of the total births, 527 per cent. were registered in the first six months of the year 
(181 days), and 47°3 per cent. in the second half of the year (184 days). 


The number registered in the first quarter was 26,373 ; in the second, 27,058 ; in the 
third, 24,983 ; and in the fourth, 23,045. 


DEATHS. 


The number of deaths registered during the year is 87,606, being equal to 1 in 51:0 or 
19°6 per 1,000 of the estimated population. The deaths of males number 42,953, and 
those of females 44,658, the former being equal to 19°5 in every 1,000 males living, 
and the latter representing 19-7 per 1,000 females. 


The death-rate (19-6) is 1°4 above the average rate for the preceding ten years, and 
1:9 above the rate for the year 1899. 


As usual, very many of the Registrars furnished at the close of each quarter 
valuable notes on the sanitary condition of their respective districts. These notes were 
embodied in the Quarterly Returns issued from this Department, and it is to be hoped 
that they received the serious attention of the various Local Authorities intrusted with 
the administration of the Public Health Acts. 


With respect to the death-rates for the four provinces, the rate for Connaught is only 
15°5; that for Munster is 19°1; for Ulster, 20-2; and for Leinster, 21:9 per 1,000 of 
the population in 1901. 


Of the thirty-two counties, the five having the lowest registered mortality are— 
Mayo, 18:9; Roscommon, 15:1; Leitrim, 15-4; Kerry, 15:9; and Sligo, 16:1. 


Those in which the rate was highest are-——Dublin, 25:3 ; Antrim, 22°3; Armagh, 21:4; 
Monaghan, 21:0; and Limerick, 20°9. 


The deaths registered in the first half of the year generally outnumber those in the 
second. In 1900, 60:8 per cent. of the total deaths were registered in the six months, 
January to June inclusive; and 89°2 per cent.in the remaining six months of the 
year. 


The annual rates represented by the deaths registered in each quarter are as follow :— 
First quarter, 27°9 per 1,000 of the population; second, 19‘7; third, 14:5; and 
fourth, 16°3. The rates for the first and second quarters are 5°8 and 0:9 above, and 
those for the third and fourth are 0-4 and 0°7 below the corresponding average rates for 
the respective quarters in the ten years 1890-99. 


From the table on pp. 156-165 tt will be seen that of the 87,606 deaths registered during 
the year, 2,850 took place in Injirmaries and Ceneral and Special Hospitals; 1,303 in 
Pubhe Lunatic Asylums; 11,131 in Workhouses and Workhouse Hospitals; and 72,322 
were of persons who died ‘‘ At their Own Homes, §c.” As in former Reports a Table 
(see pages 166-7) is given showing like information for those Registrars’ Districts in 
which the principal Urban Districts in Ireland aré situated. 


The deaths in “‘ Infirmaries and General and Special Hospitals” constitute 8°3 per 
cent. of the total number, the per-centages for the four provinces vary from 0-5 in 
Connaught to 17:5 in Leinster. Thirteen per cent. of the deaths registered 
occurred in Workhouses or Workhouse Hospitals, the respective per-centages for the 
provinces being—Leinster, 15-0; Munster, 17°8; Ulster, 8°8; and Connaught, 8:9. -

CAUSES OF DEATH. 


I submit a diagram (No. 2) showing the comparative mortality from twenty-two of 
the principal causes of death in Ireland in 1900. Taking these causes, it will be seen 
that the numbers range from 362 deaths from diphtheria to 16,278 deaths from old age. 


I.—Srecitric FEBRILE oR Zymoric DISEASES. 


The number of deaths from Specific Febrile or Zymotic diseases registered during the 
year 1900 was 10,163 (4,832 males and 5,331 females), or 228 in every 100,000 of the 
estimated population, being 1,306 over the number for the preceding year, and 1,766, or 
21 per cent., over the average for the ten years, 1890-99. | 

The increase is mainly due to the prevalence of influenza, which caused 4,677 deaths 
in 1900, and 1,716 in 1899. There were also 204 deaths from cerebro-spinal fever in 
1900; this disease caused 45 deaths in 1899. 

Smallpox.—There was 1 death from smallpox, which occurred in Glenties Union, Co. 
Donegal, in the December quarter of the year 1900. This person was stated to have 
been vaccinated in infancy. 

Measles, which caused 1,532 deaths in Ireland in the year 1899, caused 640 deaths 
in 1900. Of these 318 occurred in Ulster, 212 in Leinster, 63 in Munster, and 47 in 
Connaught. There were 315. deaths of males and 325 females, the most fatal age 
period for this disease being 1 year and under 2 years, 88 male and 94 female children 
dying at this period. af 3 | 

The number of deaths from measles is below the average of the preceding 10 years 
by 178. 

‘i Scarlatina.—There were 245 deaths from scarlatina registered during the year 1900, 
an increase of 40 over the preceding year but under the average of the preceding 10 
years by 205. 
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Seventy of these deaths occurred in children who were between the ages of 5 and 10 years. 
Of the total deaths 187 were those of females and 108 of males. There were 84 deaths 
in Leinster, 69 in Munster, 64 in Ulster, and 28 in Connaught from this disease. ‘There 
were 36 deaths in Cork Union, 19 in Longford, 18 in Dublin South, 16 in Belfast, 
12 in Kilkeel, 11 in Waterford, 10 in Strokestown, and 6 in Dublin North.

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Typhus Fever caused 128 deaths, an increase of 11 as compared with the preceding year, 
but below the average of the preceding 10 years by 89. Of these deaths 29 occurred in 
Leinster, 31 in Munster, 30 in Ulster, and 88 in Connaught. Of the total 74 were males 
and 54 were females. ‘Twenty-six or about 20 per cent. of these persons died between 
the ages of 85 and 45 years. There were 12 deaths from this disease in Drogheda 
Union, 12 in Galway Union, 11 in Millford Union, and 10 in Sligo Union.

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Simple continued and ill-defined fever.—Seventy-nine deaths were tabulated under 
‘this heading, of which 6 occurred in Belfast Union, 6 in Glenties Union, 5 in the Union 
of Dublin North, and 5 in Sligo Union. 


Enteric Fever.—During the year, 769 deaths (416 males and 353 females) were 
caused by enteric fever ; this figure is 121 below the number registered from this cause 
in 1899, and 109 below the average for the 10 years, 1890-9. 431, or more than half of 
the deaths, took place in the province of Ulster ; 192, or nearly one-fourth of the total, in 
Leinster ; 102 deaths in Munster ; and 44 in Connaught. 413 of the total deaths 
were of persons aged 15 and under 35 years ; of these, 245 were aged 15 and under 25 
years, and 168 were aged 25 and under 36 years. In Belfast Union, 272 deaths from 
this disease occurred, being over 35 per cent. of the total deaths from enteric fever in 
Ireland, as compared with 280 deaths in 1899, or more than 30 per cent. of the total, 
and 649 deaths in 1898, representing over 50 per cent. of all deaths from this disease. 
In North Dublin Union 63 deaths occurred, in South Dublin Union 73 ; the total, 136, 
in the Unions of Dublin North and South is over 17 per cent. of all the deaths from 
enteric fever in the country. About 52 per cent. of the deaths from enteric fever in 
Treland took place in the Unions of Belfast, Dublin North, and Dublin South. The 
death-rates from enteric fever per 1,000 of the estimated population, represented by the 
deaths registered in the City of Belfast and in the Dublin Registration Area, were 
respectively ‘74 and ‘35, There were 25 deaths in Lisburn Union, 15 in Cork, 18 in 
Newry, and 10 in Ballyshannon Union. There was but 1 death in Longford County, 
and 2 in each of the Counties—Queen’s, Westmeath, and Wexford ; 3 in the County 
Kildare ; 4 deaths in each of the Counties of Clare, Fermanagh and Mayo; 5 in King’s 
County, Meath, Waterford, Monaghan and Leitrim, respectively ; and 6 in Roscommon 
County. 


Taste XI.—Showing for the year 1900 the Deaths from the several forms of Fever at each Age-Period, 


with the proportion to the number of the living at each Age represented thereby. 
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Whooping-Cough, which was the cause of 988 deaths in the year 1899, fell in the year 
1900 to 689. This represents a death-rate of (15 to each 1,000 of the estimated 
population, and is equal to 6:8 per cent. of the total zymotic death-rate, and is below 
the average of the preceding 10 years by 696; of the total, 291 were infants under 
1 year in age, which appears to be the most fatal period for children suffering from this 
disease; there were 286 deaths of male and 403 of female children. 156 deaths took 
place in County Dublin, 122 in County Antrim, 67 in Down, 55 in Waterford, 62 in 
Cork, 34 in Tipperary, and 28 in Tyrone. 

There was no death recorded in Longford or Donegal from whooping-cough. 

In Belfast Union there were 126 deaths, in Dublin North 56, and in Dublin South 81. 

There were 24 deaths in Dungarvan Union, 22 in Cork, 21 in Lurgan, 19 in Fermoy, 
16 each in Ballymena and Rathdown, and 14 in Waterford.

Diphtierio, which caused 379 deaths in 1899, fell to 862 in 1900; this number is, 
however, above the average of the preceding 10 years by 20; of these 189 occurred in 
Ulster, 118 in Leinster, 42 in Munster, and 13 in Connaught ; 68 deaths occurred in 
Belfast Union, 21 in Dublin North, and 37 in Dublin South; 16 in Kilkenny, 
and 18 in each of the Unions of Ballymena and Banbridge, 11 in Larne, and 10 in Lurgan ; 
there was no death from diphtheria reported to have taken place in the Co. Waterford. 


Puerperal Fever.—The deaths from puerperal fever, which rose from 179 in the year 
1898 to 210 in the year 1899, further rose to 228 in 1900 ; 422 deaths were registered 
to other diseases of parturition ; taken together, these deaths were at the rate ot 
64 per 1,000 births. 

In the year 1899 the rate was 5°8 ; in 1898, 5:3 ; in 1897, 6°5 ; in 1896, 63; and 
in 1895, the rate was 7:2. 


Influenza,—4,677 deaths from influenza, were registered during the year, being equal 
to a rate of 1:05 per 1,000 of the estimated population ; this figure is 2,961 in excess of 
the preceding year, and above the average for the preceding decennial period by 2,898. 

No county escaped the incursions of this disease. The rates for the provinces show 
that the death-rate in Leinster was -99 per 1,000; in Munster, 1.05 per 1,000; in 
Ulster, 1:02 per 1,000; and in Connaught, 1.23 per 1,000. 

The county in which the largest death-rate from influenza occurred was King’s—1°88 
per 1,000; the lowest was in Kildare—-6 per 1,000 of the Census population, 1901 
(unrevised figures). 

In the Union of Dublin North the rate for influenza was ‘72 per 1,000 of the 
population, in Dublin South -65, and in Belfast it was -23 per 1,000. In Cork Union. 
the rate was 1:05 per 1,000 ; in Londonderry, -78 ; in Limerick, -48 ; and, in Waterford, :74 

er 1,000. 
P The Table (XII.) on page 15 shows the distribution of the deaths from influenza 
through the several counties. 


Simple Cholera caused 70 deaths. This number is below the average for the preceding 
10 years by 70, and below the number that occurred in 1899 by 173. 338 of the 70 
deaths took place in Belfast Union. 


Diarrheal diseases.—1,702 deaths were due to the diseases (exclusive of simple 
cholera) tabulated under this heading, and were in the proportion of ‘388 per 1,000 of 
the population estimated to the middle of the year. | 

The deaths from diarrheal diseases in Belfast Union, including those for simple 
cholera, are equal to the rate of 1:2 per 1,000 of the population. 


Agu?, etc. —Nine persons are reported to have died of ague; there was no death from 
“ hydrophobia,” “ glanders,” “anthrax” (splenic fever), or “‘cow-pox and other effects 
of vaccinations” reported. ae 

I append a diagram (No. 3) showing the death rate from each of the principal zymotic 
diseases during the twenty years, 1881-1900. 


TJ.— Parasitic Disraszs. 


Ten deaths were caused by thrush; 2 deaths by other diseases from vegetable 
parasites ; 2 deaths were caused by hydatid disease, and 23 deaths were caused by other 
diseases from animal parasites. 


Ii1.—Durretic Diszasss. 


Intemperance.—There were 140 deaths from chronic alcoholism registered, 101 males 
and 39 females. There were 41 deaths from delirium tremens, of which number 2 
were females. The total 181 is in excess of the preceding year by 81. 


IV.—ConstituTIonaL DISEASES. 


This class, which includes ‘‘ tuberculosis ”’ in its several forms, caused 16,903 deaths 
in the year 1900, or 1 in every 5:2 of total deaths. 

Tuberculosis. —The total deaths from all forms of tubercular diseases amounts to 
12,848. Of this figure 10,076 were caused by pulmonary tuberculosis, 1,026 by tabes 
mesenterica, 749 by tubercular meningitis, and 997 by other forms of the disease. The 
12,848 deaths represent a rate of 2°88 per 1,000 of the estimated population, being -038 
per 1,000 in excess of the rate for the previous year. The death rate for phthisis equals 
2°26 per 1,000 living. ‘The total deaths from tuberculosis in 1899 was 12,812, equal to 
a rate of 2°85 per 1,000. 

In Leinster the rate for phthisis (tubercular) was 2°59 per 1,000, in Munster 2°32, in 
Ulster 2°24, and in Connaught 1°62 per 1,000 of the population.

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In North Dublin Union the rate for all forms of tuberculosis was 5:7 per 1,000, in 
South Dublin Union it was 5°5, and in Belfast 4-2; in Cork, 4:4; in Londonderry, 2:9; 
in Waterford, 3°6; and in Limerick, 3-4. In the Belmullet Union the rate per 
1,000 of the population was 84. ‘This is the lowest rate recorded in any of the Unions 
in Ireland for the year 1900.

Gout.—Fifteen deaths from gout were registered during the year; of these 11 were 
males and 4 were females. | ; 
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Cancer.—2,717 deaths were caused by cancer (1,212 males and 1,605 females). The 
number in the preceding year was 2,654 (1,193 males and 1,461 females). The total for 
the year under consideration is equal to a rate of °6 per 1,000 of the estimated popula- 
tion of the country, and shows an increase of ‘02 per 1,000 of the estimated population 
over the rate for 1899. 

The subjoined Table gives the statistics of deaths from cancer in the several counties 
of Ireland for each of the years 1896-1£00, the average annual number of deaths from 
that disease in the five years, and the average annual rate per 10,000 of the population.

From this statement it will be seen that the mortality varies considerably in the 
different counties. The proportion of deaths from this cause is lowest in county Kerry, 
where the rate is only 2°76 per 10,000. Next in order are the counties of Mayo, 3°52; 
Leitrim, 3°58; Sligo, 4:02; Clare, 4:03; Limerick, 4:05; Galway, 4:08; Roscommon, 
4:14; Kilkenny, 4:37; Westmeath, 4:61; Longford, 4:70; Tipperary, 4°84; and 
Queen’s, 4:96. 

In the following counties the average rate is between 5 and 6, viz., Wicklow, 5:26; 
Cavan, 5°35; Cork, 5°48; King’s, 5°59; Donegal, 5°62; Wexford, 5°65; Louth, 5-80; 
and Waterford, 5°83. In the following counties it is between 6 and 7, viz., Kildare, 
6:08; Fermanagh, 6°28; Antrim, 6°55; Down, 6°68; Meath, 6°72. 

In four counties the rate is between 7 and 8, viz., Monaghan, 7:08; Tyrone, 7:14; 
Carlow, 7°32; and Londonderry, 7:93. In Dublin the rate is 8-19, while in Armagh 
it reaches 10:09-—the highest in Ireland. 

I append a Map showing the geographical distribution of the disease, which will 
enable a comparison to be made at a glance of the relative mortality from this cause 
in the several Counties. : 

The following Table shows, by Sexes and Age-periods, the deaths from cancer 
registered during the year 1900, arranged according to the part of the body affected by 
the disease; also the number of deaths to 100,000 of the living at same age. It will 
be observed from the Table that the deaths entered under the first eleven headings 
therein, which relate to various parts of the head, neck, and throat, amount to 530, and 
that of these, 377, or more than two-thirds, were deaths of males. 622 of the classified 
cases were deaths from cancer of the stomach; 274 females died from cancer of the 
breast, and 185 from cancer of the uterus. The Table shows also the total

V.—DEVELOPMENTAL DISEASES. 


The deaths from the diseases tabulated in this group rose from 14,875 in 1899 to 
16,947 during the year under consideration, 16,278 of these being due to old age, 
while in 1899, 14,216 were classified in this manner. 510 deaths were caused by 
prematurity. 


VI.—Locau DIskasss. ; 


36,505 deaths occurred from diseases of this class, equal to a rate of 8:17 per 1,000 
of the estimated population, or 1 in every 2°4 of the total deaths. | 

Diseases of the Nervous System.—7,711 deaths (4,029 males and 3,682 females) 
were registered as being due to diseases of the nervous system. This shows an 
increase of 949 over deaths from similar diseases in 1899; 2,158 deaths were 
registered as being due to convulsions, 1,513 to hemiplegia, brain paralysis, 
1,456 to apoplexy, and 1,064 to inflammation of the brain or its membranes ; epilepsy 
caused 318 deaths, and insanity and general paralysis of the insane 322 deaths ; paraplegia 
and diseases of the spinal cord caused 216 deaths; 37 deaths were ascribed to tetanus, 
and 375 to other and ill-defined diseases of the brain or nervous system. 

Circulatory System.—Diseases of the heart and blood-vessels caused 7,042 deaths 
(3,360 males, and 3,682 females). | . 

Respiratory System™—16,157 deaths resulted from this order of diseases (7,599 males 
and 7,558 females), equal toa rate of 3°39 per 1,000 of the population ; there is a marked 
increase in these deaths over the preceding year, namely 2,898; bronchitis caused 
9,655 deaths, and pneumonia 3,824. 

In Leinster, the rate for all diseases of the respiratory system was 3°82 per 1,000 ; in 
Munster, 3°30 per 1,000 ; in Ulster, 3-60 per 1,000; and in Connaught, 2°34 per 1,000 of the 
population according to the census of 1901. The number for all Ireland is 1,484 above 
the average for the past 10 years. | ; 

Digestive System.—3,828 deaths were caused by diseases of the digestive system, of 
which 858 were caused by diseases of the stomach, 280 by cirrhosis of the liver, and 503 
by other diseases of the liver; 377 were due to obstruction of the intestines, 61 to 
stricture, and 20 to intussusception of intestines. 

Urinary System.—Diseases of this system caused 1,687 deaths, including 793 deaths 
from Bright’s disease, and 265 from acute nephritis, 285 deaths from diseases of the 
bladder and prostate gland, and 15 from calculus. , 

Diseases of the Organs of Generation caused 131 deaths, which include 57 from 
ovarian disease, 51 deaths from diseases of the uterus and vagina, and 10 deaths from 
pelvic abscess. e 

Diseases of parturition, already referred to, caused 422 deaths, of which 110 were 
caused by placenta previa, or flooding, 45 by puerperal convulsions, 14 by puerperal 
mania, 15 by abortion, miscarriage, 8 by phlegmasia dolens, and 2380 by other and 
undefined accidents of child-birth. 

Diseases of the organs of locomotion caused 249 deaths, and diseases of the lymphatic 
system and duceiless glands caused 79. 156 deaths were due to diseases of the 
integumentary system, including 30 deaths from carbuncle. 


VII.—VioLent DeEatus. 


It appears that 1,817 deaths by accident, 79 by homicide, 118 by suicide, and one 
(a man) by execution took place. The total number is 2,015, which is under the total of 
violent deaths in 1899 by 48. 

In 1899 there were 86 cases of homicide, 128 of suicide, and 1,896 accidental deaths. 
The accidental deaths in 1900 were 55 above the average of the ten years 1890-99. 

Inquests.—The number of inquests held was 2,320—1,022 in Ulster, 802in Leinster, 
382 in Munster, and 114 in Connaught. 


AGES. 


_ Deaths of infants under 1 year old numbered 11,088, being equal to 10°9 per cent. of 
the number of births registered. The corresponding average per-centage for the 
preceding ten years was 10°3. 

Amongst children under 5 years of age 17,161 deaths occurred—a mortality equal to 
38°0 in every 1,000 of the estimated number of the living at that age. Of these 9,153

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were boys and 8,008 girls; the former number representing 39-9 in every 1,000 boys, 
and the latter 36:0 in every 1,000 girls under 5 years old. 

The deaths of persons aged 65 years and upwards are equivalent to 10:8 per cent. of 
the estimated number of the living at that age. 

Among the deaths registered are 851 of persons stated to have been aged 95 years 
or upwards—408 males and 448 females ; of these 212 (98 males and 114 females) were 
returned as having been 100 years or upwards. In the absence of public records for remote 
periods, absolute verification of the ages of very old persons is not obtainable; but 
secondary inquiries having been made as regards persons returned during some 
recent years as centenarians, it was found, in almost every instance, that, so far as the 
Registrars could ascertain, the age was correctly stated.

EMIGRATION. 


According to the Returns obtained by the Royal Irish Constabulary and the Metro- 
politan Police, who acted as enumerators at the several Irish seaports, the number of 
emigrants (natives of Ireland) who left Ireland during the year 1900 was 45,288 ; of 
these 21,901 were males and 23,387 were females. Of the whole number, 3,857 were 
from the Province of Leinster ; 17,933 from Munster; 9,488 from Ulster; and 14,060 
from Connaught. 

Of the total emigrants from Ireland in 1900, 8°6 per cent were under 15 years of age; 
82°2 per cent. were between 15 and 35 years old ; and 9:2 percent. were 85 or upwards. 





PRICES OF PROVISIONS, AND PAUPERISM. 


The average price of the 4 lb. loaf (1st quality, delivered) in Dublin in the year 1900 
was 54d., and this was also the average price for the previous year.* Oatmeal (1st quality) 
averaged 13s. 9d. per cwt. in Dublin; the average price for 1899 was 13s. 10d. ; the 
average prices of potatoes in Dublin ranged from 3s. 4d. to 4s. 7d. per ewt., against 
4s. 5d. to 3s. 5d. in 1899 ; and those of beef from 52s. Od. to 59s. 6d. per ewt., against 
49s, 6d. to 57s. 6d. in 1899.

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Surveying the period covered by several Tables in this Report, z.e., 1900, and the 
ten years preceding, it is found that beef was lowest in the year 1896, when the average 
prices ranged from 48s. 6d. to 54s. per ewt., and 1898, when they ranged from 44s. 6d. 
to 53s.; bread was cheapest in 1894 and 1895, respectively, when the average price (1st 
quality, delivered) was 43d. per 4 lb. loaf. Oatmeal and potatoes were cheapest in 1896, 
in which year the average price of oatmeal (Ist quality) was 12s. Td. per cwt. ; and the 
average prices of potatoes ranged from 1s. 11d. to 2s. 11d. perewt. The highest average 
price of bread was 63d. per 4 Ib. loaf in 1891, and of oatmeal 15s. 5d. per ewt. in 1891 
and 1892; the highest range for potatoes was 3s. 4d. to 4s. 7d. per ewt. in 1900, and for 
beef, 50s. 6d. to 62s. per cwt. in 1890. 

From Returns, for which I am indebted to the Local Government Board, it appears 
that the average number of workhouse inmates in Ireland on Saturdays during the year 
1900 was 41,882, being 1,745 under the average for the preceding year; and that the 
average number of persons receiving out-door relief was 58,0438, or 630 above the 
corresponding number for 1899. 





THE WEATHER. 


The following particulars and those given on pages 169-184, which are inserted by the 
kind permission of the Editor of the ‘Dublin Journal of Medical Science,” have been 
derived from Returns of Meteorological Observations taken in Dublin City by Sir John 
W. Moore, M.D., EX-PRESIDENT R.C.P.I., F.R. MET. Soc. ; and published in the Journal during 
the years 1900-1901. The Tables on pages 182-184, also, are founded on Sir John 
Moore’s observations. 


The mean Atmospherical Pressure has been obtained from daily readings of the barometer at 9 A.M. 
and 9 p.m., corrected and reduced to 32° Fahrenheit at the mean sea level. The Mean Temperature 
values have been deduced from the maximal and minimal readings of ths thermometer in the shade. 
The Rainfall is that measured daily at 9 a.m. A rainy day is one on which at least ‘01 inch of rain falls 
within the twenty-four hours from 9 a.m. to 9 a.m. 

The Mean Height of the Barometer during the year 1900 was 29°891 inches. The highest observed 
reading was 30°838 inches at 9 a.m. on March 13th. The lowest observed reading was 28°522 inches, at 
9 a.m. on February 19th. The extreme range of atmospherical pressure was 2°316 inches compared with 
2°367 inches in 1899. 

The Mean Temperature of the air for the year was 50°3°. The highest reading was 78°0° on July 24th ; 
the lowest reading was 21:7° on February 8th. The average mean temperature for the years 1880-99 was 
49-2°, The mean temperature deduced from the daily readings of the dry bulb thermometer at 9 a.m. and 
9 p.m. was 49°49. 

Rain fell on 216 days, including snow or sleet on 21 days and hail on 32 days. The average annual 
number of rainy days in the years 1880-99 was 194:5. The total rainfall measured 34:338 inches 
compared with an average of 27-387 inches in the twenty years 1880-99. During the first half of 1900 
(January to June, inclusive) the rainfall was 13-090 inches on 114 days ; during the second half (July to 
December, inclusive) 21-248 inches fell on 102 days. 

As regards the Direction of the Wind, 730 observations were made during the year, with this result— 
N., 54; N.E., 65; E., 57; S.E., 51; S. 61; S.W., 112; W., 198; N.W., 102; Calms, 30.

1872-1900-—-By adding the Births registered in each year to the estimated population for the previous year, deducting the deaths and the 
number of emigrants, and adjusting the results for the years 1872-81, 1882-91, and 1892-1901, to allow for the discrepancy between the number thus 
arrived at for 1881, 1891, And 1901 respectively, and the population as shown by the Census in each of these years. '

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METEOROLOGICAL OBSERVATIONS 
FOR EACH MONTH OF THE YEAR 1900. 


By Sir JOHN W. MOORE, u.p., Ex-Presipent R.¢.P.1., F.R. MET. soc. 
(Extracted from the Dublin Journal of Medical Science.) 


January.—Like January, 1899, this was a cloudy, rainy, generally open month. The weather, 
in a word, was essentially of a cyclonic and equatorial type. In Dublin rain fell in smaller 
or larger amount on 29 out of the 31 days, and there were 27 “rainy days.” The dulness and 
dampness of the weather were equalled only by the unsteadiness of both atmospheric pres- 
sure and air-temperature. | 

In Dublin the arithmetical mean temperature (42:8°) was above the average (41-4°); the mean 
dry-bulb readings at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. were 421°. In the thirty-five years ending with 
1899, January was coldest in 1881 (M. T.=33-2°), and warmest in 1898 (M. T.=47-8°); in 


1899 the M. T. was 42-7". As a general rule, January in Dublin is not colder, but a shade 


warmer than December. January, 1900, proved no exception to this rule, the M. T. being 0:8° 
above that of December, 1899 (42-0°). 

The mean height of the barometer was 29-884 inches, or 0-010 inch above the corrected ave1- 
age value for January—namely, 29-874 inches. The mercury rose to 30-455 inches at 9 p.m. 
of the 10th, and fell to 29-326 inches at 9 a.m. of the Jrd. The observed range of atmospheric 
pressure was, therefore, 1-129 inches. 

The mean temperature deduced from daily readings of the dry-bulb thermometer at 9 a.m. 
and 9 p.m. was 42-1”, or 0:3° above the value for January, 1899. Using the formula, Mean 
Lemp.= Min. + (Mazx.—min. x 52), the M. T. becomes 43-0°, compared with a twenty-five years’ 
average of 415°. ‘The arithmetical mean of the maximal and minimal readings was 42:8°, com- 
pared with a 25 years’ average of 41-42. On the 21st the thermometer in the screen rose to 
00-7°—wind, §.; on the 5th the temperature fell to 32-0°—wind, W. The minimum on the grass 
was 28:8° on the 21st, and again on the 30th. 

The rainfall was 2-579 inches, distributed over as many as 27 days. The average rainfall for 
January in the twenty-five years, 1865-89, inclusive, was 2-200 inches, and the average number 
of rainy days was 17-3. The rainfall, therefore, and also the rainy days were above the average. 
The record rainfall for January was in 1895—namely, 5-711 inches on 24 days. In 1876, only 
‘406 inch was measured on but 9 days. In 1899, 2-483 inches fell on 24 days. 

The atmosphere was foggy on the 2nd, 38rd, 5th, lith, 12th, and 29th. High winds were 
noted on 17 days, reaching the force of a gale on 5 days—the 8th, 19th, 22nd, 24th, and 26th. 
Snow and sleet fell on the 27th, 28th and 29th; hail on the 5th, 15th, 24th, 27th, 28th, 29th 
and 30th. ‘Temperature exceeded 50° in the screen on 9 days; while it fell to 32° in the screen 
on only 2 nights, compared with 4 nights in 1899, only one night in 1898, 13 nights in 1897, 
only 3 in 1896, 18 in 1895, 7 in 1894, 4 in 1893, 15 in 1892, 7 in 1891, and 1 night in 1890. 
The minima on the grass were 32° or less on 13 nights, compared with 16 nights in 1899, only 
3 nights in 1898, 21 nights in 1897, 8 nights in 1896, 29 in 1895, 17 in 1894, 16 in 1893, 25 in 
1892, 21 in 1891, and 15 in 1890. . 

In Dublin the rainfall up to January 31st, 1900, amounted to 2-579 inches on 27 days,

Frsruary.—Not since 1895 has so severe a February been experienced. In Dublin the arith- 
metical mean temperature was actually 4-9° below that of January, 1900, and the mean dry- 
bulb reading at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 5-7° below the value for January. During the first half 
of the month snow and hail fell almost daily—often in large quantities—and the ground was 


_ more or less covered with snow, even in the city, on 10 days. On the Dublin and Wicklow 


Mountains snow lay to a great depth throughout the greater part of the month. As is usual in 
N.E. winds in winter, the precipitation was much greater along the east coast of Ireland than 
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in the interior. At Greystones the rainfall was nearly 7 inches (6-670 inches). In Dublin it 
slightly exceeded 3 inches (3-156 inches). On the 22nd a warm current of air rapidly spread 
northwards over Western Europe, sending the thermometer up 79° at Biarritz (on the 24th), 65° 
in Paris (on the 25th) 63° at Brussels (on the 25th), 60° at Geldeston (on the 24th), and 58° in 
London (on the 26th). At the close of the month a general and marked fall in temperature was 
everywhere in progress. The lowest temperature recorded at the Stations of the Meteorological 
Office during the month was —3° at Braemar, in Aberdeenshire. 


In Dublin the mean temperature (37:9°) was 4-9° below the average (42:8°); the mean dry- 
bulb readings at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. were 36-4. In the thirty-five years ending with 1899, Feb- - 
ruary was coldest in 1895 (M. T.=34-2°), and warmest in 1869 (M. T.=467°). In 1899 the 
M. T. was 44-0". 

The mean height of the barometer was 29-540 inches, or 0-315 inch below the average value 
for February—namely, 29-855 inches. The mercury rose to 30-238 inches at 9 p.m. of the 28th, 
and fell to 28.522 inches at 9 a.m of the 19th. The observed range of atmospheric pressure was 
therefore, 1-716 inches. 


The mean temperature deduced from daily readings of the dry-bulb thermometer at 9 a.m. 
and 9 p.m. was 36-4°, or no less than 5-7° below the value for January, 1900. Using the formula, 
Mean Temp.= Min. + (Maa—min. x60), the M. 'T. is 37-9°, compared with a twenty-five (1865- 
1889) years’ average of 428°. On the 24th the thermometer in the screen rose to 55-9°—wind, 
S; on the 8th the temperature fell to 21:7°—wind, W. The minimum on the grass was 171° 
on the 12th—wind, 8.W. 


The rainfall was 3-156 inches, distributed over 23 days. The average rainfall for February 
in the twenty-five years, 1865-89, inclusive, was 2-150 inches, and the average number of rainy 
days was 17:2. The rainfall, therefore, and rainy days were much above the average. In 1883 
the rainfall in February was large—3-752 inches on 17 days; in 1879 also 3-706 inches fell on 
23 days.

The atmosphere was foggy on 6 days—the Ist, 8th, 12th, 13th, 14th, and 25th. The amount 
of cloud-—56:3 per cent.—-was much below the average—66 per cent. High winds were noted 
on 9 days, and reached the force of a gale on the 15th, 16th, and 23rd. Solar halos were seen 
on the 13th, 18th, 20th, and 21st. A lunar halo was seen on the 9th. Hail fell on the Ist, 
2nd, 3rd, 4th, 5th, 6th, 10th, 15th, and 20th. Snow or sleet fell on the Ist, 2nd, 3rd, 4th, 5th, 
6th, 7th, 8th, 9th, 10th, 18th, L5th, and 20th—13 days in all. 

The temperature reached or exceeded 50° in the screen on only 3 days, and it fell below 32° 
on 12 nights, compared with as many as 18 nights in 1895, only one night in 1896, 7 nights 
in 1898, and 4 nights in 1899. The minima on the grass were 32° or less on 21 nights, com- 
pared with every night in 1895, and 14 nights in 1899. The thermometer failed to rise to 40° 
in the screen between the Ist and 14th. 


In Dublin the rainfall up to February 28th,1900, amounted to 5-735 inches on 50 days, com- 
pared with 4-651 inches on 39 days in 1899, only -714 inch on 16 days in 1891, and a twenty-

At Knockdolian, Greystones, Co. Wicklow, 6-670 inches of rain fell on 20 days. The heaviest 
fall in 24 hours was 1-140 inches on the 14th. The total fall to February 28th inclusive was 
10-486 inches on 44 days, compared with 8-610 inches on 42 days in 1899, 3-980 inches on 29 
days in 1898, 5-190 inches on 37 days in 1897, and only 1-940 inches on but 17 days in 1896. 


The rainfall in February at Cloneevin, Killiney, Co. Dublin, amounted to 4-41 inches on 23 
days. The average rainfall for February during 15 years, 1885-1899, at this station is 1-590 
inches on 13-2 days. The greatest rainfall in 24 hours was -70 inch on the 26th. Since Janu-

The 
rainfall to February 28th, 1900, at this Second Order Station amounts to 9-739 inches on 45 
days. The shade thermometers rose to 53-5° on the 23rd, and fell to 21-1° on the 8th. 


At the Railway Hotel, Recess, Connemara, Co. Galway, the rainfall in February was 3-786 
inches on 17 days, 860 inch being registered on the 20th, which was a wild day with a severe 
thunderstorm and very vivid lightning in the evening, lasting about 2 hours. Heavy hail- 
storms, followed by a brief but sharp thunderstorm, occurred on the 17th. : 


Marcu.—A very dull and cold month. The earlier part was dry, but there were frequent 
falls of snow or sleet and hail after the 15th. The total precipitation, however, fell slightly 
short of one inch. The amount of cloud was unusually large, being no less than 73.9 per cent. 
The estimated duration of bright sunshine was 84 hours, being a daily average of 2:7 hours.

June.—Opening with anticyclonic conditions and fair, though cool, weather, June, 1900 
belied its early promise and proved extremely unsettled, showery, and thundery. The mean 
temperature was, indeed, about one degree Fahrenheit above the average, but the amount of 
cloud was large (69-2 per cent.). Bright sunshine prevailed for only 158 hours, and torrential 
showers fell on many consecutive days, being frequently accompanied by thunder and light- 
ning. Midsummer’s Day, Sunday, the 24th, was inclement in the extreme, a downpour of rain 
accompanied by south-easterly to south-westerly gales being experienced in Ireland. 


The rainfall in the city (3-169 inches) and in the Pheonix Park (3-700 inches) was much heavier 
though not more frequent, than that at Killiney (2:29 inches) and in the Co. Wicklow (Grey- 
stones), 1-810 inches; Newcastle, (2-149 inches). This depended on the direction of the preva- 
lent winds (W. and S.W.) and on the fact that the rainfall was made up of “splashes ”’ 
rather than of “ soaks.” 

In Dublin the arithmetical mean temperature (58-9°) was above the average (57:8°) by 1-1°; 

the mean dry-bulb readings at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. were 57-6°. In the thirty-five years ending

55-9°). It was warmest in 1887 (M.T.=62:3°); in 1896 (M. T.=61-4°); and in 1899 (M. T.= 
61:3°). 
- The mean height of the barometer was 29-878 inches, or 0-039 inch below the corrected aver- 
age value for June—namely, 29-917 inches. The mercury rose to 30-426 inches at 9 a.m. of 
the Ist, and fell to 29-371 inches at 9 p.m. of the 24th. The observed range of atmospheric 
pressure was, therefore, 1-055 inches. 

The mean temperature deduced from daily readings of the dry-bulbi thermometer at 9 a.m. 
and 9 p.m. was 57-6°, or 5-7° above the corresponding M. T. for May, 1900. Using the formula 
Mean Temp.=Min.+(Max—min. x -465), the value was 58-4°, or 1:2° above the average mean 
temperature for June, calculated in the same way, in the twenty-five years, 1865-89, inclusive 
(57-2°). The arithmetical mean of the maximal and minimal readings was 58-9°, compared with 
a twenty-five years’ average of 57-:8°. On the 15th the thermometer in the screen rose to 71-6” 
—wind, S.W.; on the 23rd the temperature fell to 47-2°—wind, N.W. The minimum on the 
grass was 42:5° on the 2nd. 

The rainfall amounted to 3:169 inches on as many as 22 days. The average rain fall for 
June in the twenty-five years, 1865-89, inclusive, was 1-817 inches, and the average number 
of rainy days was 13:8. The rainfall, therefore, and the rainy days were far above the average. 
In 1878 the rainfall in June was very large—5-058 inches on 19 days; in 1879, also, 4-046 
inches fell on 24 days. On the other hand, in 1889, only -100 inch was measured on 6 days. 
In 1887, the rainfall was only 252 inch, distributed over 5 days. In 1899, 1-643 inches fell 


on only 8 days. 


High winds were noted on only 3 days, and the force of a gale was attained only on the 24th. 
The atmosphere was foggy on the 5th. Solar halos were seen on the 3rd and 4th. Tempera- 
ture reached or exceeded 70° in the screen on only 2 days, compared with 17 days in 1887, only 
1 day in 1888, and 14 days in 1899. Thunderstorms occurred on the 6th, 12th, 13th, 14th, 
and 19th. Thunder was heard on the 7th, and lightning was seen on the 5th, 11th, and 25th. 


Hail fell on the 14th. 

The rainfall in Dublin during the six months ending June 30th amounted to 13-090 inches 
on 14 days, compared with 11-295 inches on 95 days in 1899, 12-115 inches on 98 days in 1898, 
13-950 inches on 113 days in 1897, 7-854 inches on 84 days in 1896, 12-282 inches on 80 days in 
1895, 14-361 inches on 109 days in 1894, 9-624 inches on 78 days in 1893, 11:770 inches on 97 
days in 1892, 8:748 inches on 77 days in 1891, only 6741 inches on 67 days in 1887, and a 
twenty-five years’ average of 12-313 inches on 95-4 days. 

At Knockdolian, Greystones, Co. Wicklow, the rainfall was only 1:810 inches on 21 days. 
Of this quantity -220 inch fell on the 12th and again on the 21st. The total fall since Janu- 
ary 1 has been 18-191 inches on 105 days, compared with 19-510 inches on 95 days in the 
first six months of 1899, 13-500 inches on 88 days in those of 1898, 18-125 inches on 106 days 
in those of 1897, 7-356 inches on 61 days in the same period of 1896, 14270 inches on 67 days 
in 1895, 17-381 inches on 96 days in 1894, and 11-776 inches on 75 days in 1893. 


The rainfall at Cloneevin, Killiney, Co. Dublin, amounted to 2-29 inches on 23 days. The 
greatest fall in 24 hours was -27 inch on the 24th. The average rainfall for June in the 15 
years 1885-1899, was 1:750 inches on 12-4 days. In 1897, 3-59 inches fell on 20 days, in 1898, 
2.03 inches fell on 15 days, in 1899, 2-47 inches fell on 10 days. Since January Ist, 1900, 13-82 
inches of rain have fallen at this station on 113 days, compared with 13-10 inches on’97 days 
in the corresponding six months of 1898, and 13-62 inches on 89 days in the first half of 1899. 
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At the National Hospital for Consumption, Newcastle, Co. Wicklow, the rainfall was 2-149 
inches on 22 days, compared with 3-748 inches on 8 days in June 1899, 2-459 inches on 14 days 
in June, 1898, and 4-078 inches on 15 days in June 1897. On the 22nd, 336 inch was 
measured. ‘The maximum temperature in the shade was 69-1° on the 15th, the minimum tem- 
perature in the shade was 45:0° on the Ist. At this station the rainfall for the six months 
ending June 30th amounted to 16-904 inches on 103 days, compared with 18-639 inches on 91 
days in the first six months of 1899, 14-918 inches on 88 days in the same period of 1898, and 
18:372 inches on 102 days in that of 1897. 

At the Railway Hotel, Recess, Connemara, Co. Galway, the rainfall in June, 1900, was as 
much as 7-676 inches on 22 days, the measurement on the 24th amounting to 2210 inches. 
The month was very wet and boisterous at that station, and a south-westerly gale of great 
violence occurred on the 24th, Midsummer’s Day. 


Juty.—A very warm but unsetled month, which closed with a great rainstorm. The heat 
in France and England was excessive between the 10th and the 28th. In London the mean 
temperature of the fortnight ending with Saturday, the 28th, was 71-6°, and on the 16th, 19th, 
20th, and 25th the thermometer rose to or above 90° in the shade. In Paris a maximum of 
100° was recorded on the 20th. The South of Ireland enjoyed fine, summerlike weather, and 
in Cork the rainfall was only 1:56 inches, or 1:20 inches below the average for July. In 
Dublin, on the contrary, heavy rains fell at times, and on the 27th 1-873 inches were measured. 
in the city and 2-140 inches in the Phenix Park. The total amount of sunshine was 188-7 
hours in the Phenix Park, and it was estimated at 219 hours in the city. 


In Dublin the arithmetical mean temperature (63-4°) was above the average (60-6°); the 
mean dry-bulb readings at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. were 62:2”. In the thirty-five years ending with 
1899, July was coldest in 1879 (“the cold year”) M. T.=57-2°). It was warmest in 1887 (M. T. 
=63-7°); and in 1868 (“the warm year”) (M. T.= 635°). In 1889 the M. T. was 622°. 


The mean height of the barometer was 29-985 inches, or 0-070 inch above the corrected aver- 
age value for July—namely, 29-915 inches. The mercury marked 30-343 inches at 9 p.m. of 
the 7th, and fell to 29-562 inches at 9 a.m. of the Ist. The observed range of atmospheric: 
pressure was, therefore, only 0-781 inch. 


The mean temperature deduced from daily readings of the dry-bulb thermometer at 9 a.m. 
and 9 p.m. was 62:2°, or 4-6° above the value for June, 1900. Using the formula, Mean Temp. 
=Min. + (Max—min. x -465), the value was 62-9°, or 2:7° above the average mean tempera- 
ture for July, calculated in the same way, in the twenty-five years, 1865-89, inclusive (60-2°). 


The arithmetical mean of the maximal and minimal readings was 63-4", compared with a. 
twenty-five years’ average of 60-6°. On the 24th the thermometer in the screen rose to 78-0° 
—wind, 8.8.W.; on the 8th the temperature fell to 47-1°—wind, W.N.W. The minimum on 
the grass was 42-0° on the 8th. 

The rainfall was 4519 inches, distributed over 15 days. The average rainfall for July in 
the twenty-five years, 1865-89, inclusive, was 2-420 inches, and the average number of rainy 
days was 17:2. The rainfall, therefore, was much above, whereas the rainy days were below 
the average. In 1880 the rainfall in July was very large—6-087 inches on 24 days; in 1896, 
also, 5-474 inches fell on 18 days. On the other hand, in 1870, only ‘539 inch was measured on 
8 days; in 1869, the fall was only -739 inch on 9 days; and in 1868, -741 inch fell on but 5 
days. In 1899, 3-122 inches fell on 12 days. 


High winds were noted on 6 days, but never attained the force of a gale. Temperature reached 
or exceeded 70° in the screen on 14 days. In July, 1887, temperature reached or exceeded 70° 
in the screen on no fewer than 17 days. In 1888, the maximum for July was only 687°. 


There were thunderstorms on the 2rd, 8rd, 20th, and twice on the 28th. Thunder occurred 
on the 29th. Lightning was seen on the 27th. Hail fell on the 3rd and 20th. The atmos-, 
phere was foggy on the 11th and 21st. 

The rainfall in Dublin during the seven months ending July 31st amounted to 17-609 inches 
on 129 days, compared with 14-416 inches on 107 days in 1899, 13-060 inches on 106 days in 
1898, 15-600 inches on 125 daya in 1897, 13-328 inches on 102 days in 1896. 16-785 inches on 
96 days in 1895, 7-935 inches on 80 days in 1887, and a twenty-five years’ average of 14-733 
inches on 112-6 days. 

At Knockdolian, Greystones, Co. Wicklow, the rainfall in July was 5-140 inches on 15 days,. 
compared with 3-480 inches on 14 days in 1899, 1-145 inches on 6 days in 1498, 1-629 inches on 
10 days in 1897, 5-726 incaes on 16 days in 1896, 3-680 inches on 16 days in 1895, and 3-805. 
inches on 19 days in 1894. Of the total rainfall 1-640 inches fell on the 27th, an! -63') inch on 
the 28th. The total fail since January 1 has been 23-331 inches on 120 days, compared with 
22990 inches on 109 days in 1899, 14-645 inches on 94 days in 1898, 19-750 inckes on LI6 days 
in 1897, 13-082 inches on 77 days in 1896, 17-950 inches on 83 days in 1895, and 21-186 inches. 
on 115 days in 1894. 

At Cloneevin, Willinev, Co. Dublin, the rainfall in J uly was 4-56 inches on 16 days, compared 
with a fifteen years’ average of 2-416 inches on 15:3 days. On the 27th the rainfall was 1-49 
inches. In July, 1899, 3-48 inches fell on 17 days; in 1898, -849 inch fell on 7 days; in 1897, 
1-28 inches fell on 10 days; in 1896, 6-72 inches on 20 days; in 1895, 3-58 inches on 17 days; 
in 1894, 4-08 inches on 23 days; in 1885, only :70 inch on 9 days. Since January 1, 1900, 
18-38 inches of rain have fallen on 129 days at this station.

Avaust.—August, 1900, was very changeable. Winds from polar quarters of the compass 
largely predominated. There were frequent heavy downpours of rain, causing a record rainfall 
of 5-871 inches for the month. But providentially for the saving of the harvest, two dry 
periods occurred—from the 11th to the 17th and from the 25th to the 30th, inclusive: The 
mean temperature of the month was slightly in defect, but this was due to cloudy days rather 
than to clear, cold nights. On the 2nd a rainfall of 2-135 inches took place. It was the sixth 
occasion only since 1865—that is, in 36 years—upon which two inches have been measured in 
Dublin at 9 a.m. as the product of the previous 24 hours’ precipitation. The previous exces- 
sive falls were—August 13, 1874, 2-482 inches: October 27, 1880, 2-736 inches; May 28, 1892 
2056 inches; July 24, 1896, 2-020 inches, and August 5, 1899, 2:227 inches. The “splashes” 
of rain on the 5th of the month (-502 inch), the 6th (937 inch), the 9th (513 inch) and the 
21st (-922 inch), contributed 49 per cent. of the entire precipitation, which was 5-871 inches. 
The measurement on the 2nd alone equalled 36 per cent. of the total fall. The amount of 
cloud was 59-5 per cent.; at 9 a.m. it was 64:5 per cent., at 9 p.m. it was 54-5 per cent. 

In Dublin the arithmetical mean temperature (59-5°) was slightly below the average (59-7°) ; 
the mean dry-bulb readings at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. were 58:1. In the thirty-five years ending 
with 1899, August was coldest in 1881 (M. T.= 57-0°), and warmest in 1899 (M. T.=63-4°). _ 

The mean height of the barometer was 29-960 inches, or 0-063 inch above the corrected aver- 


age value for August—namely, 29-897 inches. The mercury marked 30-425 inches at 9 a.m. 


of the 13th, and fell to 29-088 inches at 2 p.m. of the 6th. The observed range of atmospheric 
pressure was, therefore, 1-337 inches. 

The mean temperature deduced from daily readings of the dry-bulb thermometer at 9 a.m. 
and 9 p.m. was 58-1°. It was 41° below the value for July, 1900. Using the formula, Mean 
Temp.= Min. + (Max.—min. x 47), the mean temperature was 59-1°, or 0-2° below the average 
mean temperature for August, calculated in the same way, in the twenty-five years, 1865-89, 
inclusive (59-3°). The arithmetical mean of the maximal and minimal readings was 59-5”, 
compared with a twenty-five years’ average of 59-7°. On the 15th the thermometer in the screen 
rose to 75:0°—wind, N.E.; on the 4th the temperature fell to 48-1°—wind, N.N.E. The mini- 
mum on the grass was 44-4° on the 29th. . 


The rainfall was 5-871 inches, on 17 days—a record fall in Dublin for August. The average 
rainfall for August in the twenty-five years, 1865-89, inclusive, was 2-825 inches, and the aver- 
age number of rainy days was 15-5. The rainfall, therefore, was more than double the average, 
while the rainy days were also in excess. In 1874 the rainfall in August was very large—4-946 
inches on 18 days; in 1868, also, 4-745 inches fell on, however, only 13 days; but the heaviest 
downpour in August before the present year occurrred in 1889, when 5-747 inches were re- 


- gistered on 22 days. On the other hand, in 1884, only -777 inch was measured on 8 days. 


High winds were noted on 7 days, but attained the force of a gale only on the 3rd and 31st. 


"Thunder occurred on the 5th and 22nd. Lightning was seen on the 19th. Thunderstorms pre- 


vailed on the 2nd and 21st: Temperature reached 70° in the screen on only 6 days, compared 


with 18 days in August, 1899. A solar halo was seen on the 11th. The atmosphere was foggy 


on the 15th and 16th. 

The rainfall in Dublin during the eight months ending August 3lst amounted to 23-480 
inches on 146 days, compared with 18-200 inches on 117 days in 1899, 16-516 inches on 124 
days in 1898, 19-388 inches on 149 days in 1897, 14-464 inches on 120 days in 1896, 9-455 


inches on 96 days during the same period in 1887, and a twenty-five years’ average of 17-558 


inches on 128-1 days. 

At Knockdolian, Greystones, Co. Wicklow, the rainfall in August was 5-995 inches on 16 
days, compared with 2-640 inches on 11 days 1n 1899, 3-185 inches on 18 days in 1898, 6-195 
inches on 27 days in 1897, and 1-245 inches on 14 days in 1896. Of this quantity 1-670 inches 


- fell on the 2nd, and 1,200 inches on the 6th. The total fall since January 1 amounts to 29-326

on 12 days, compared with 1877 inches on 13 days in 1899, 3-803 inches on 16 days in 1898, 


and 4526 inches on 20 days in 1897. The heaviest falls were 1-130 inches on the 6th, ‘759 
inch on the 9th, and -698 inch on the 5th. Since January 1, 1900, the rainfall at this Second 


Order Station has been 24-144 inches on 130 days, compared with 23.748 inches on 117 days 


in the first 8 months of 1899, and 20-101 inches on 110 days in the first 8 months of 1898. 
The maximal temperature in the shade was 75-0° on the 15th, the minimum temperature was 
48-0° also on the 15th. ' ; 
At the Railway Hotel, Recess, Co. Galway, 6-050 inches of rain fell on 15 days during 
August. The largest falls were 1-010 inches on the Ist, -930 inch on the 5th, -840 inch on the 


- 2nd, and -740 inch on the 21st. There were alternate periods of very wet and of very fine 


weather, but no oppressive heat at any time. 
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SEPTEMBER.—September, 1900, was a very tine and enjoyable month. The general distribu- 
tion of atmospheric pressure over Central Europe and the southern parts of the British Isles 
was anticyclonic, and consequently much settled weather prevailed in those regions. Over 
Northern Europe and in Scotland, on the contrary, cyclonic conditions ruled for the most part, 
and the weather was more changeable and less fair. In the neighbourhood of Dublin absolute 
drought prevailed until the 17th, which was the first of the 10 “rainy days” in the month. 
From the 20th onward less settled weather was experienced and rain fell frequently, chiefly 
in the form of showers. 

The diurnal range of temperature was very large at inland stations in both England and Tre- 
land in the second and third weeks—at Loughborough, Leicestershire, the thermometer rose on 
the 13th from 40° to 75°; at the same station the thermometer fell on the 18th from 71° to 36° 
during the ensuing night. At Birr, King’s Co., the range on the 13th was 32°—from a mini- 
mum of 38° to a maximum of 70°. 

In Dublin the arithmetical mean temperature (57-6°) was decidedly above the average 
(55-8°); the mean dry-bulb readings at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. were 55-8°. In the thirty-five years 
ending with 1899, September was coldest in 1886 and 1882 (M. T.=53-0°), and warmest in 
1865 (M. T.=61-4°) and 1898 (M. T.=60-2°). 

The mean height of the barometer was 30-093 inches, or 0-183 inch above the corrected 
average value for September—namely, 29-910 inches. The mercury rose to 30-574 inches at 9 
a.m. of the 12th, and fell to 29-346 inches at 4 p.m. of the 27th. The observed range of atmos- 
pheric pressure was, therefore, 1-228 inches. 

The mean temperature deduced from daily readings of the dry-bulb thermometer at 9 a.m. 
and 9 p.m. was 59°8°, or only 2:3° below the value for August, 1900. Using the formula, Mean 
Temp.= Min. + (Mazx.—Min. x 476), the mean temperature was 57-2°, or 1-7° above the average 
mean temperature for September, calculated in the same way, in the twenty-five years, 
1865-89, inclusive (55:5°). The arithmetical mean of the maximal and minimal readings was 
57-6°, compared with a twenty-five years’ average of 55:8". On the 23rd the thermometer in the 
screen rose to 68-9°—wind, S.W.; on the 12th the temperature fell to 41-2°—-wind, calm. The 
minimum on the grass was 37-7", also on the 12th. 

The rainfall was -914 inch on 10 days. The average rainfall for September in the twenty- 
five years, 1865-89, inclusive, was 2-176 inches, and the average number of rainy days was 14-7. 
In 1871 the rainfall was very large—4-048 inches on, however, only 13 days; in 1896 no less 
than 5-073 inches fell on 23 days, establishing a record rainfall for September. On the other 
hand, in 1865, only -056 inch was measured on but 3 days. 

High winds were noted on 9 days, but attained the force of a gale on only one occasion—the 
26th. The atmosphere was foggy on the 3rd, 7th, 11th, 12th, 13th, 16th, and 17th. A solar 
halo was seen on the 18th. 

The rainfall in Dublin during the nine mouths ending September 30th amounted to 24-394 
inches on 156 days, compared with 20-948 inches on 138 days during the same period in 1899, 
only 10-968 inches on 112 days in 1887, and a twenty-five years’ average of 19-734 inches on 
1428 days. 

At Knockdolian, Greystones, Co. Wicklow, the rainfall was only -695 inch>on only 4 days. 
Of this quantity -290 inch fell on the 29th. At that station the rainfall since January, 1900, 
has been 30-021 inches on 140 days, compared with 28-440 inches on 139 days in 1899, and 
19-688 inches on 124 days in 1898. 

At Cloneevin, Killiney, Co. Dublin, the rainfall in August was 6:06 inches on 17 days (the 
maximal fall in 24 hours being 1:95 inches on the 2nd), compared with a fifteen years’ average 
of 3-036 inches on 16:8 days. In September, :70 inch fell at Cloneevin on eight days. The 
maximal fall in 24 hours was 28 inch on the 17th. There was an absolute drought until the 
15th. On the average of fifteen years the September rainfall at this station has been 1874 
inches on 12-8 days. Since January 1, 1900, 25-14 inches of rain have fallen at Cloneevin on 
154 days. The rainfall in the first nine months of the year at Cloneevin was 22-92 inches on 
150 days in 1894, 21:58 on 129 days in 1895, 20-50 inches on 129 days in 1896, 22-91 inches on ~ 
158 days in 1897, 18-19 inches on 136 days in 1898, and 23:75 inches on 139 days in 1899. 

At the National Hospital for Consumption, Newcastle, Co. Wicklow, rain fell in measurable 
quantity on 6 days to the amount of -904 inch, compared with 12 days to the total amount 
of 2-411 inches in 1899, 1-991 inches on 13 days in 1898, and 3-166 inches on 11 days in the 
same month of 1897. The maximal fall in 24 hours was 351 inch on the 29th. Since January 
1, 1900, the rainfall at this Second Order Station has been 25-048 inches on 136 days, com- 
pared with 26-159 inches on 129 days in the first 9 months of 1899. The highest tempera- 
ture in the screen was 68-5° on the 21st, the lowest was 41-0° on the 26th. 

At the Railway Hotel, Recess, Co. Galway, the rainfall was 3-793 inches on 15 days, -750 
inch being measured on the 26th. The corresponding figures for September, 1899, were—total 
rainfall, 4-673 inches on 26 days; maximal rainfall, 1-061 inches on the 2Ist. 


OcroneR.—October, 1900, was a changeable, rainy, damp month. Anti-cyclonic systems pre- 
vailed in the British Islands from the 9th to the 12th, and from the 18th to the 24th. For 
the rest, atmospheric pressure was in very unstable equilibrium. A period of unusual warmth 
occurred from the 6th to the 9th inclusive. The 31st was also a warm day. An extraordin- 
ary heavy fall of rain and sleet was reported from the North of England on the 26th—3-67 
Hee being recorded at Alnwick, 3-29 inches at Seaham, and 3-07 inches at Cockle Park, Mor- 
peth. | 

In Dublin the arithmetical mean temperature (50-4°) was slightlv above the average (49-7°) ; 
fhe mean dry-bulb readings at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. were 49-3”. In the thirty-five years ending 
with 1899, October was coldest in 1892 (M. T. =44-8°), and in 1896 (M. T.=45-0°). It was 
warmest in 1876 (M. T.=53-1°). The M. T. in 1898 was 52:8°. 
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The mean height of the barometer was 29-913 inches, or 0-073 inch above the corrected 
average value for October—namely, 29-840 inches. The mercury rose to 30-650 inches at 7 
a.m. of the 22nd, having fallen to 29-329 inches at 9 a.m. of the 4th. The observed range of 
atmospheric pressure was, therefore, 1-321 inches. 

The mean temperature deduced from daily readings of the dry-bulb thermometer at. 
9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 49:3", or 65° below the value for September 1900. The arithmetical 
mean of the maximal and minimal readings was 50-4”, compared with a twenty-five years’ 
average of 49-7°. Using the formula, Mean Lemp.= Min. + (Max.—Min. x -485), the mean 
temperature was 50:2", or 0:7° above the average mean temperature for October, calculated in 
the same way, in the twenty-five years, 1865-89, inclusive (49-5°). On the 7th the thermometer 
in the screen rose to 66-4°—wind, S.W.; on the 28th the temperature fell to 36-7°—wind, W. 
The minimum on the grass was 30-6° on the 16th. The thermometer did not sink to 32° in the 
screen, but frost occurred on the grass on 5 nights. 

The rainfall was 3-469 inches, distributed over 21 days—the rainfall and the rainy days were 
decidedly above the average. The average rainfall for October in the twenty-five years, 1865- 
89, inclusive, was 3-106 inches, and the average number of rainy days was 17-6. In 1880 the 
rainfall in October was very large—7-358 inches on 15 days. In 1875, also, 7-049 inches fell 
on 26 days. On the other hand, in 1890, only -639 inch fell on but 11 days; in 1884, only 834 
inch on but 14 days; and in 1868 only -856 inch on 15 days. In 1899, the October rainfall was 


- 1-588 inches on 11 days. 


Lightning was seen on the night of the 26th. High winds were noted on 11 days, and 
attained the force of a gale on three occasions—the 4th, 6th, and 13th. The atmosphere was. 
more or less foggy in Dublin on the 9th, 17th, 19th, 21st, and 28th. Lunar halos were seen on 
the 3rd and 9th. Hail fell on the 26th. The duration of bright sunshine was estimated at 
127-25 hours. 

The rainfall in Dublin during the ten months ending October 31st amounted to 27-863. 
inches on 177 days, compared with 12-366 inches on 123 days during the same period in 1887 
(the dry year), 24-081 inches on 179 days in 1897, 21-547 inches on 156 days in 1898, 22-486. 
inches on 149 days in 1899, and a twenty-five years’ average of 22-840 inches on 160-4 days. 

At Knockdolian, Greystones, Co. Wicklow, the rainfall in October amounted to 3-290 inches: 
on 15 days. Of this quantity 520 inch fell on the 3rd. From January Ist, 1900, up to 
October 31st, rain fell at Knockdolian on 155 days to the total amount of 33-311 inches. In 
1893 the rainfall in the corresponding ten months was 17-801 inches on 133 days; in 1894,. 
32-221 inches on 154 days; in 1897, 32-730 inches on 171 days; in 1898, 24-177 inches on 
140 days; and in 1899, 30-000 inches on 150 days. 

At Cloneevin, Killiney, Co. Dublin, the rainfall in October was 2-83 inches on 17 days, com- 
pared with -710 inch on 14 days in 1893, 6-460 inches on 17 days in 1894, 2-280 inches on 11 
days in 1897, 3-530 inches on 18 days in 1898, 1:240 inches on 12 days in 1899, and a fifteen 
years’ average (1885-1899) of 3:18 inches on 15:7 days. On the 9th -63 inch fell. Since Janu- 
ary 1, 1900, 27-97 inches of rain have fallen at this station on 171 days. 

At the National Hospital for Consumption, Newcastle, Co. Wicklow, the rainfall in October 
was 3-551 inches on 14 days, compared with 3-175 inches inches on 13 days in 1897, 4385 
inches on 17 days in 1898, and 1-484 inches on 11 days in 1899. Of this quantity, 540 inch 
was recorded on the 3rd. The highest temperature in the screen was 69-0° on the 2nd, 
the lowest was 36-0° on the 15th. Atthis Second Order Station the rainfall from January 1 to. 
October 31, inclusive, amounted to 28-599 inches on 150 days, compared with 26-479 inches on 
139 days in the corresponding 10 months of 1898, and 27-643 on 140 days in 1899. 

At the Railway Hotel, Recess, Co. Galway, the rainfall was 8-307 inches on 24 days, -840 
inch being registered on the 6th, and -730 inch on the 8th. On the 26th there were frequent 
hailstorms. At this Station October was the wettest month so far experienced in 1900. On 
six days the rainfall exceeded half an inch, four of these days occurring consecutively. The 
rainfall for the month was 5-046 inches in excess of that recorded in October, 1899- namely, 


3,261 inches on 17 days. 


NovemBer.—True to the traditions of so many previous months in 1900, the rainfall during 
November was excessive in Dublin and the neighbourhood. On two occasions—the 6th and 
27th—it considerably exceeded one inch in 24 hours. The month may be described as, in the 
main, dull, damp and foggy. At the beginning the thermometer ranged uncommonly high for 
the season, a maximum of 62:8° being recorded on the 3rd, when the minimum was 51-0°. In 
an anticyclonic period, from the 17th to the 20th, and for some days subsequently, the weather 
was cold, with much fog and dampness. The closing days were extremely unsettled, gloomy 
and rainy. 

In Dublin the arithmetical mean temperature (45-6") was somewhat above the average 
(44-7°) ; the mean dry-bulb readings at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. were 448°. In the thirty-five years 
ending with 1899, November was coldest in 1878 (M. T.=38-2°), and in 1870 (M. T.=42-2"); 
warmest in 1899 (M. T.—50-7°), and in 1881 (M.. T.=50-3°). 

The mean height of the barometer was 29-698 inches, or 0-162 inch below the corrected 
average value for November—namely, 29-860 inches. The mercury rose to 30-506 inches at 
3 p.m. of the 18th, and fell to 28-929 inches at 9 p.m. of the 15th. The observed range of 
atmospheric pressure was, therefore, 1-577 inches. _ 

The mean temperature deduced from daily readings of the dry-bulb thermometer at 9 a.m. 
and 9 p.m. was 44-8°, or 4:5° below the value for October, 1900. The arithmetical mean of the 
maximal and minimal readings was 45:6°, compared with a twenty-five years’ average of 44-7°, 
On the 8rd the thermometer in the screen rose to 62:8°—wind, S.W.; on the 22nd the tempera- 
ture fell to 32:0°—wind, W. The minimum on the grass was 29-4” on the 23rd. 
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The rainfall was 4-873 inches, on 19 days—the rainfall and the rainy days were decidedly 
above the average. The average-rainfall for November in the twenty-five years, 1865-89, in- 
clusive, was 2-452 inches, and the average number of rainy days was 17:0. In 1888, 6-459 inches 
fell on 26 days. On the other hand, the rainfall in 1896 was only -664 inch on 9 days. In 
1899, 1-964 inches fell on 18 days. 

High winds were noted on 10 days, and attained the force of a gale on two days—the 27th 
and 28th. ‘The atmosphere was more or less foggy in Dublin on the 2nd, 4th, 6th, 18th, 19th, 
20th, 21st, 22nd, and 29th. A solar halo was seen on the 4th. 


The rainfall in Dublin during the eleven months ending November 30th amounted to 32-736 
inches on 196 days, compared with 15-378 inches on 141 days during the same period in 1887, 
25-982 inches on 173 days in 1898, 24-450 inches on 162 days in 1899, and a twenty-five years’ 
average of 25:292 inches on 177-4 days. 

At Knockdolian, Greystones, Co. Wicklow, the rainfall in November was 6-615 inches on 18 
days. Of this quantity 1-440 inches fell on the 6th, and 1:350 inches on the 27th. From 
January Ist, 1900, up to November 30th, rain fell at that station on 173 days, and to the total 
amount of 39-926 inches. The corresponding figures for 1897 were 38-185 inches on 188 days; 
for 1898, 28-786 inches on 156 days; and for 1889, 32-885 inches on 162 days. 


At Cloneevin, Killiney, Co. Dublin, 5:50 inches of rain fell on 17 days, compared with a 
fifteen years’ average of 2-924 inches on 16:6 days. The maximal fall in 24 hours was 1:37 
inches on the 27th. On the 6th the fall was 1:12 inches. Since January 1, 1900, 33-47 inches 
of rain have fallen at this station on 188 days. The corresponding figures for 1897 were 28-64 
inches on 184 days; for 1898, 26-77 inches on 173 days; and for 1899, 27-98 inches on 162 days. 


At the National Hospital for Consumption, Newcastle, Co. Wicklow, the rainfall in Novem- 
ber was 5:724 inches on 18 days, compared with 3-189 inches on 12 days in 1899. The maxi- 
mal falls in 24 hours were 1-110 inches on the 6th and 1-070 inches on the 27th. Since January 
1, 1900, the rainfall at Newcastle has amounted to 34:323 inches on 168 days. The corres- 
ponding figures for 1898 were 31-200 inches on 157 days, and for 1899 30-832 inches on 152 
days. On the 2nd the screened thermometers at the National Hospital rose to 61:1°, on the 23rd 
they fell to 31-7°. 

At the Railway Hotel, Recess, Co. Galway, the rainfall was 6:089 inches on 23 days, com- 
pared with 5-074 inches on 23 days in November, 1899. The maximal fall in 24 hours was 
‘860 inch on the 14th. Next day -810 inch fell, accompanied by a south-westerly gale. There 
were frequent and severe hailstorms on the 9th. 

At the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, Dublin, the rainfall amounted to 5-195 inches 
on 20 days. . 


DeceMBER.—Like December, 1899, this was an unsettled, dull, wet month, but of very high 
temperature. There was an almost constant prevalence of south-westerly winds, which blew at 
frequent intervals with gale force, and on the 20th and 28th reached nearly hurricane velocity. 
To these winds the remarkably high temperature of the month is chiefly to be attributed. They 
were connected with large and deep barometric depressions, which travelled in rapid succes- 
sion along the western shores of the British Islands and Norway. An area of high atmos- 
pheric pressure lay over Central Europe pretty constantly from the 8th to the 20th inclusive, 
causing quiet, cold, dry weather in that region, but steepening baric gradients for S.W. winds 
in the British Isles and Scandinavia. At the close of the month torrential rains fell in Eng- 
land, while intense frost set in over Northern Europe. 

In Dublin the arithmetical mean temperature (47-1°) was much above the average (41:3°) ; 
the mean dry-bulb readings at 9 a.m .and 9 p.m. were 46:2°. In the thirty-five years ending 
with 1899, December was coldest in 1878 (M. T.=382:8°), and in 1874 (M. T.=36-8°); warmest 
in 1898 (M. T.=47-6°), and in 1865 (M. T.=46:2°). December, 1898, established a record for 
high mean temperature, the value being half a degree above that for the past month. 


The mean height of the barometer was 29-756 inches, or 0-119 inch below the corrected aver- 
age value for December—namely, 29-875 inches. ‘The mercury rose to 30-349 inches at 9 a.m. 
of the 16th, and fell to 28-743 inches at 9 p.m. of the 27th. The observed range of atmospheric 
pressure was, therefore, 1-606 inches. 


The mean temperature deduced from daily readings of the dry-bulb thermometer at 9 a.m. 
and 9 p.m. was 46:2°, or 1-4° above the value for November. Using the formula, Mean Temp. 
=Min. + (Max—min. x -52), the value was 47-2, or 5-7° above the average mean tempera- 
ture for December, calculated in the same way in the twenty-five years, 1865-89, inclusive 
(410°). The arithmetical mean of the maximal and minimal readings was 47-1°, compared with a 
twenty-five years’ average of 41-3°. On the 20th the thermometer in the screen rose to 59-8°—wind 
S.W.; on the 28rd the temperature fell to 31-8’—wind, W.S.W. The minimum on the grass 
was 28:5", also on the 23rd. There was frost in the screen on only one day, but 5 days of frost 
on the grass were recorded. ; 


The rainfall was 1-602 inches, distributed over as many as 20 days. The average rainfall for 
December in the twenty-five years, 1865-89, was 2-404 inches, and the average number of rainy 
days was 16-9. The rainfall, therefore, was below while the rainy days were above the aver- 
age. In 1876 the rainfall in December was very large—7-566 inches on 22 days. In 1868 
(which was otherwise a fine and dry year), 4-749 inches fell on as many as 27 days. On 
the other hand, in 1867, only :771 inch was measured on 13 days; in 1885, only :742 inch on 
10 days; in 1892, only -795 inch on 10 days; and in 1871, only -797 inch on 15 days. In 1899, 
3-287 inches of rain fell on 24 days. 


Lunar halos were seen on the 4th, 30th, and 31st; a solar halo on the 19th. High winds 
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were noted on as many as 18 days, and attained the force of a gale on eight occasions—the 3rd, 
10th, llth, 13th, 17th, 20th, 25th, and 28th. The atmosphere was more or less foggy in 
Dublin on the 2nd, 5th, 18th, 22nd, 27th, and 29th. Lightning was seen on the evening of the 
20th. There was no snow, sleet, or hail. 

The rainfall in Dublin during 1900 amounted to 34-338 inches on 216 days, compared with 
27-737 inches on 186 days in 1899, 27-048 inches on 194 days in 1898, 29-344 inches on 211 
days in 1897, 26-901 inches on 194 days in 1896, 31-242 inches on 194 days in 1895, 29-261 
inches on 209 days in 1894, only 20-493 inches on 174 days in 1898, 25-644 inches on 196 days. 
in 1892, 27-820 inches on 124 days in 1891, only 16-601 inches on 160 days in 1887, and a 
twenty-five years’ average of 27-696 inches on 194-3 days. 

At Knockdolian, Greystones, Co. Wicklow, the rainfall in December was 2-790 inches, dis- 
tributed over 18 days. Of this quantity -620 inch fell on the 27th, and -445 inch on the 25th. 
From January 1st to December 31st, 1900, rain fell at Knockdolian on 191 days, to the total 
amount of 42-716 inches. The corresponding figures for 1894 were 38-776 inches on 184 days; 
for 1895, 35-135 inches on 174 days; for 1896, 36{L02 inches on 169 days; for 1897, 42-885 
inches on 210 days; for 1898, 30-546 inches on 171 days; and for 1899, 36-690 inches on 182 
days. 

M4 the National Hospital for Consumption, Newcastle, Co. Wicklow, rain fell during Decem-- 
ber on 20 days to the amount of 2-933 inches, -598 inch being measured on the 27th, and -480 
inch on the 25th. At this Station of the Second Order the highest temperature in the shade 
was 61-0° on the 8th, the lowest was 30-8° on the 22nd. The rainfall for the year 1900 was. 
37-256 inches on 188 days, compared with 40-193 inches on 194 days in 1897; 33-140 inches on 
174 days in 1898, and 34-699 inches on 174 days in 1899. 

At Recess, Connemara, Co. Galway, December was wet and stormy. ‘The rainfall was. 
7810 inches on 27 days, compared with 9-413 inches on 26 days in December, 1899. On the 
27th, sg inches fell, accompanied by a severe gale. There were violent storms on the 20th 
and 27th. 

The rainfall at Cloneevin, Killiney, in December, 1900, was 1:88 inches on 17 days. The 
maximal fall in 24 hours was -38 inch on the 5th. The average December rainfall of the 15: 
years (1885-99) was 2-474 inches on 17-4 days.

The rainfall was no less than 6-642 inches in excess of the average annual measurement of 
the twenty-five years, 1865-89, inclusive—viz., 27-696 inches. 

It is to be remembered that the rainfall in 1887 was very exceptionally small—16-601 inches, 
the only approach to this measurement in Dublin being in 1870, when only 20-859 inches fell, 
in 1884, when the measurement was 20-467 inches, and in 1893, with its rainfall of 20-493 
inches. In seven of the twenty-five years in question the rainfall was less than 26 inches. 

The scanty rainfall in 1887 was in marked contrast to the abundant downpour in 1886, when 
32-966 inches—or as nearly as possible double the fall of 1887-—fell on 220 days. Only twice 
since these records commenced has the rainfall in Dublin exceeded that of 1900—namely, in 
1872, when 35-566 inches fell on 238 days, and in 1880, when 34-512 inches were measured on, 
however, only 188 days. 

In 1900 there were 216 rainy days, or days upon which not less than -005 inch of rain 
(five-thousandths of an inch) was measured. This was much above the average number of 
rainy days, which was 194-3 in the twenty-five years, 1865-89, inclusive. In 1868 and 1887— 
the warm, dry years of recent times—the rainy days were only 160, and in 1870 they iwere 
only 145. 

The rainfall in 24 hours, from 9 a.m. to 9 a.m., exceeded one inch on 4 occasions in 1900— 
namely, July 27 (1:873 inches); August 2nd (2-135 inches); November 6th (1-103 inches) ; 
and November 27th (1:126 inches). In 1892 the daily rainfall twice exceeded 1 inch—viz., 
May 28th (2.056 inches) and August 16th (1.310 inches). On no occasion in 1893 did one inch 
of rain fall on a given day in Dublin. In 1894 falls of upwards of an inch of rain in 24 hours 
were recorded on four occasions—viz., May 15th (1-330 inches); July 24th (1-560 inches) ; 
August 25th (1-369 inches) and October 23rd (1-042 inches). In 1895, 1-802 inches fell on 
January 12th; 1-014 inches on July 24th; and 1-256 inches on July 25th. In 1896, 1-563 
inches fell on July 8th; 2-020 inches on July 24th; and 1-388 inches on December 8th. In 
1897, 1:166 inches fell on December Ist. In 1898, on November 23rd, 1:732 inches were mea- 
sured. In 1899, as in 1900, the rainfall exceeded one inch on 4 occasions—namely, July 11th 
(1-402 inches); August 5th (2-227 inches); September 30th (1-042 inches); and December 28th 
(1-129 inches). The excessive rainfall on August 2nd, 1900, is noteworthy—it amounted to 
2.135 inches in Dublin (Fitzwilliam-square). It was the sixth occasion only since 1865—+that is 
in 85 years—upon which 2 inches have beenmeasured in Dublin at 9 a.m. as the product of 
the preceding 24 hours’ precipitation. The previous excessive falls were—August 18th, 
1874 (2°482 inches); October 27th, 1880 (2-736inches); May 28th, 1892 (2:056 inches) ; July 
24th, 1896 (2-020 inches); and August 5th, 1899 (2-227 inches). 

Included in the 216 rainy days in 1900 are 21 on which snow or sleet fell, and 32 on which 
there was hail. In January hail was observed on 7 days, in February on 9 days, in March on 
6 days, in April on 3 days, in May on 3 days, in June on 1 day, in July on 2 days, and in 
October on 1 day. Snow or sleet fell on 3 days in January, 13 days in February, and 5 days 
in March. Thunderstorms occurred once in March, once in May, 5 times in June, and 4 times 
in July. Thunder alone also occurred once in June and July, and twice in August. Lightning 
was also seen twice in March, once in April, 3 times in June, and once in July, August, and 
‘October. 

The rainfall in the first six months was 13-090 inches on 114 days. The rainfall exceeded 3 
inches in February (3-156), June (3:169), July (4519), August (5-871), October (3-469), and 
November (4873). In March it was only -963 inch on 13 days, and in September it was only 
‘914 inch on 10 days. 

The rainfall was distributed as follows :—6-698 inches fell on 63 days in the first quarter, 
6-392 inches on 51 days in the second, 11-304 inches on 42 days in the third, 9-944 inches on 60 
days in the fourth and last quarter.

More or less fog prevailed on 55 occasions—6 in J anuary, 6 in February, 6 in March, 3 in 
April, 2in May, 1 in June, 2 in July, 2 in August, 7 in September, 5 in October, 9 in Novem- 
ber, and 6 in December. High winds were noted on 116 days—I17 in January, 9 in February, 
7in March, 9 in April, 11 in.May, 3 in June. 6in J uly, 7 in August, 8 in September, 11 in 
October, 10 in November, and 18 in December. The high winds amounted to gales (force 7 or 
upwards according to the Beaufort scale) on 32 occasions—) in January, 3 in February, 2 in 
March, 4 in April, 1 in May, 1 in June, 2 in August, 1 in September, 3 in October, 2 in Novem- 
ber, and 8 in December. . 

Solar halos were seen on 16 occasions, lunar halos on 6. 

Mr. Robert O’Brien Furlong, M.A., C.B., writes :— 

The total rainfall at Cloneevin, Killiney, for the year 1900 was 35-350 inches on 205 days. 
The wettest month was August, with 6-06 inches on 17 days. The driest month was Septem- 
ber, with only -70 inch on 8 days. 

The average yearly fall during the 15 years (1885-99) was 27-312 inches on 180-8 days. 

The rainfall of 1900 was 8-038 inches in excess of this average, and the number of rainy days 
was 24°2 in excess. 

Both as regards the amount and the number of rainy days, this has been a record year at 
Killiney. The greatest yearly fall heretofore recorded was 32-850 inches in 1895 (on 190 days), 
and the largest number of rainy days was 204 in 1897; but in that year the rainfall was only 
31-110 inches. 

An absolute drought occurred from September 1 to 15. From August 25 to September 16 
(23 days) only -04 in. fell. Snow, sleet, or hail fell on 18 days. 

There were heavy falls of snow on February 5, 10, 11, 13, March 16 and 17. 

A violent thunderstorm occurred on July 19. It began early and reached its maximum 
about 9am. There was a heavy fall of hail and rain on the 20th. 

Mr John Read reports : — 

At Claremount, Carrickmines, Co. Dublin, the rainfall in 1900 was 35:81 inches—J anuary 
giving 2-51 inches, February 4-64, March -42, April 1-41, May 2:33, June 2:25, July 4:31, August 
9-77 (including 2-10 inches on the 2nd), September 2-09, October 3-40, November 4-16, and De- 
cember 2-52 inches.
